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ABSTRACT 

This report contains information that resulted from a 
nationwide survey of vocational education funding. The information 
represents the responses of 44 states (excluding Connecticut, Kansas, 
Kentucky, Mississippi, Utah, and Wyoming). An introduction details 
the procedures and provides a brief summary of the combined data from 
the 44 responding states with respect to state fund appropriation, 
the program level in which emphasis is placed in regard to dollars 
spent, state standards, factors affecting distribution of state 
funds, on-site monitoring, funding levels, legislative emphasis, and 
increase in high school graduation requirements. The individual state 
summaries follow. The following information is provided for each of 
the 44 states: vocational programs funded by state (program level, 
state appropriated dollars, administrative authority for funds); 
enrollment data (program level, statewide vocational program 
enrollments only, statewide total school enrollments); state 
standards for vocational education programs and any linkage to 
funding; listing of distribution factors for state vocational 
education funds; local recipient accountability (on--site monitoring, 
other forms of review); state vocational funding levels during the 
last three years; legislative emphasis, other than funding 
(increasing, decreasing, or staying the same); and high school 
graduation requirements, within the last three years. A state summary 
matrix and the instrument are appended.

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INTRODUCTION 



INTRODUCTION 



Background Information: 

The information contained in this report is the result of a nationwide survey conducted 
by the Occupational Education Brar.ch of the Nevada State Department of Education. 
The intent of the report was to provide current vocational education funding 
information from selected states to a Committee of the Nevada State Legislature 
studying the question of "state" financing of Occupational Education in Nevada. The 
'nitial report included information from 29 states, however, as the need for such a 
document became apparent, a decision was made to try to include all states in the 
report. As a result, all 50 states were asked to participate in the survey. Included in 
this report is the vocational education funding information received from 44 states. 



Purpose: 

To identify the state structure and funding support of Vocational Education Programs 
being provided by individual states. 



Procedures: 

The study initially began in mid-November, 1 987 with the development of a survey 
questionnaire designed to collect information from State Education Agencies 
concerning the funding support and structure of Vocational Education within each 
respective state (A copy of the questionnaire used in the study is provided in Appendix 
A of this document). 

In mid-December, 1987 the survey instrument was mailed to State DirGCtors of 
Vocational Education in 37 states. By January 8, 1 988, 24 of the survey instruments 
had been returned. Five additional surveys were received by January 15, 1988, for a 
total of 29 states included in the initial report. The information received from the 29 
states was then presented to the Nevada Legislative Committee studying the financing 
of Occupational Education in Nevada. In Febmary, it was decided to try to include 
information from all 50 states in this report. A second mailing was made to all states 
who were not included in the initial report. Also, copies of the information received 
Irom the original 29 states were returned to the states to verify the information 
presented in the report. By the end of March, 44 states had provided information in 
response to the questionnaire. The information summaries of the 44 responding 
states are included in this report. 
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Summary of Findings: 



In the survey questionnaire, respondents were asked to provide the most current 
information available to answer the questions. In some cases the figures represent 
Information from 1986 and in others it represents information from 1987. The individual 
state summaries provided in this report, however, do not distinguish the year in which 
the Information is representative of because all of the Information provided was based 
on the most cun-ent available at the time the survey took place. 

The following Information provides a brief summary of the combined data received 
from the 44 responding states: 

A. State funds for Vocational Education are appropriated as follows: 

-17 states funded middle school programs. 

-36 states funded secondary vocational education programs. 

-22 states funded area vocational centers. 

-S3 states funded postsecondary vocational programs. 

-28 states funded adult vocational programs. 

-24 states funded economic development activities. 

-In addition, 4 states only provided State General School Aid 
funds that could be used by local education agencies to fund 
vocational education programs (No specific dollars earmarked for 
secondary voc. ed. programs). 



B. In an attempt to identify the program level in which the most emphasis is placed 
in regard to dollars spent for vocational education programs by the states, the 
following is provided: 

-16 state;* appropriated a majority of the state vocational education 

funcis for secondary vocational programs including area 

vocational centers and middle schools. 
-14 states appropriated a majority of state vocational education 

funds for postsecondary vocational programs including adult 

vocational. 

-14 states provided only the total dollars appropriated for all 
vocational program levels and it could not be differentiated 
as to which program level received more state vocational 
education funds. This figure also includes states who do not 
provide categorical funding for specific vocational programs. 
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C. State Standards tor local vocational education programs were reported to exist 
In 42 of the 44 responding states. One of the two states without standards, 
however, reported that evaluative criteria Is used during the program approval, 
process. Of the 42 states who reported that state standards existed, 28 had 
mandated standards, 12 had recommended standards, one had a combination 
of mandated and recommended standards and one did not report this 
information. Twenty-five of the states reported that the program standards are 
directly linked to the state funds provided for vocational education programs. 



D. The distribution of state funds for vocational education programs 
included the following factors: 

Secondary Programs Onlv 

-20 states utilized a combination of student enrollment figures and 
added cost factors to distribute the state vocational education 
funds. 

-10 states utilized only student enrollment figures in vocational 
programs to distribute the funds. 

- 4 states utilized only added cost factors for vocational programs 

to distribute the funds. 

- 5 states treated all vocational programs equally concerning state 

funds distribution. 

- 1 state provided money for partial reimbursement of equipment 

only. 

- 4 states did not provide any additional money for vocational 

education programs other than what was provided through the 
State General School Aid funds. 

- In addition, 1 1 states also provided funds for state priority 
and/or high technology programs. 

As a part of the survey, states were asked to provide a copy of the policy or 
leglslativ'^ documentation that described the vocational education fund 
distribution within the state and a copy of any applicable program standards 
being used within the state for vocational education programs. Twenty-four 
states provided a copy of the legislative documentation that described 
vocational fund distribution and 21 states provided a copy of the standards used 
for vocational education programs. 

E. A high majority of the states utilize a combination of on-site monitoring by state 
personnel and state reporting forms to provide accountability of state funds 
used by local recipients for secondary vocational education programs. In 
addition, many states also utilized one or more of the following accountability 
items: student placement reports; percentage of program completers; local 
audits; and/or student performance exams. 
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State vocational education funding levels over the last three years were 
reported as follows: 

- 26 states have increased the level of vocational education 

funding during the last three years. 

- 10 states have stayed about the same regarding vocational 

education funding levels during the past three years. 

- 8 states have decreased funding levels of vocational education 

during the last three years. 



Legislative emphasis during the last three years, other than funding, was 
reported as follows: 

- 23 states had an increased emphasis. 

• 17 states stayed the same regarding legislative emphasis 

during the last three years. 

• 4 states had a decrease In legislative emphasis. 

As a part of the survey, states were also asked whether or not high school 
graduation requirements had been increased during the last three years. 
The summary Is as follows: 

• 40 states have had an increase In high school graduation 

requirements during the last three years. 

- 3 reported no Increase In graduation requirements. 

- 1 state did not provide the information requested.
